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“Electronic access data” is data that a government entity creates when a person accesses a government 

entity’s computer or database.  Under current law, this data is classified as private or nonpublic. 

This bill amends the definition of “electronic access data” to clarify that this private/nonpublic 

classification does not necessarily apply to data created when a government entity’s employee or 

contractor accesses the government entity’s computer or database.
